20 PERCENT CUT IN 
WAGES BY SHEET 
METAL WORKERS 


President of Contractors’ As- 
sociation Says Action of 
Union in Matter Was En- 
tirely Voluntary. 


president of the 
Sheet Metal Contractors’ Associa- 
tion, announced today that his or- 
ganization and Local No. 36 of the 
Sheet Metal Workers’ Union, at a 
meeting Friday night, signed a two- 
year contract for a maximum wage 


of $1 an hour for sheet metal work- 
ers in the building trades. This is 


basic wage of $1.25 an hour, 
became effective Saturday morning. | 

The action of the union in ac- 
cepting the cut was entirely volun- | 
tary, Starck said. 

The union has 370 members, all 
engaged in the building industry. 
The agreement does not affect sheet 
metal workers employed by railroads 
or other concerns. 

Tenth to Cut Wages. 

This is the tenth union affiliated 
with the Building Trades Council to 
reduce wages in the last two months, 
following a referendum vote among 
the unions in which an overwhelm- 
ing majority determined not to ac- 
cept reduced wages as proposed by 
the Master Builders’ Association. 

Four important unions in the 
building trades are still clinging to 
the basic wage of $1.25 an hour, 
which the building contractors con- 
tend is too high and tends to discour- 
age building because of the high cost 
that is created under this scale. They 
are the plumbers, bricklayers, elec- 
tricians and lathers. A fifth union, 
the plasterers, receive $1.387% an 
hour,.the highest paid in,the build- 
ing trades, and have refused to con- 
sider proposals for an adjusted scale 
in the movement to reduce building 
costs. 

Situation as to Carpenters. 

The carpenters recently volunta- 
rily reduced their wages 10 per cent, 
from $1.25 to $1.12% an hour, which 
the building contractors have reject- 
ed as insufficient. The builders are 
attempting to enforce a maximum 
wage of 95 cents an hour on the car- 
penters and the union refuses to ac- 
cept this. There will be a meeting 
of the Carpenters’ Union District 
Council tomorrow night, at which a 
proposal of arbitration of the wage 
scale, submitted by the builders, wil] 
be discussed.

Brick Residence at 4401 North 
Second Street Crushes Frame 
Cottage Next Deor. 


A two and one-half story brick 
residence at 4401 North Second

Running outside, the family discov- 
ered that the foundation under the 
north wall was sinking and that 
there was a crack in the south wall. 
Building inspectors came at 6 p. m.

The tilting continued through the 
night and early today the walls of 
the house were about seven or eight 
feet out of line. At intervals of a 
few minutes, plaster would fall and 
the building crept still further out of 
At about 10:45 o'clock a crack 
appeared over a first floor window in 
the rear wall and in an instant ran 
like a fork of lightning to the roof. 
The window frame fell out, there 
was a crescendo roar and the four 
walls slid over on the frame cottage, 
giving it a slant and similarly tilting 
the third house.
